The airplane continues to demonstrate 
its usefulness a8 an ambulance for bring- 
ing sick and injured persons from remote 
points in the northland to the city hospi- 
tals.

Public 
money is often spent for less deserving ob- 
jects than that of conveying people to a 
hospital quickly when speed may mean the 
difference between life and death, 


AN IMPORTANT INDUSTRY 


One of the largest concrete-mixing 
plants in Canada—if not actually the 
largest—has been built in Hdmonton dur 
ing the spring and is now doing business, 
Plants of that kind supply concrete ready- 
mixed, for basement walls and floors, 
walks, pavements, and all sorts of con- 
struction work in which that material is 
used, The mixture is delivered in trucks 
and dumped into the forms; as coal 1s de- 
livered and dumped into the cellar. 

For obvious reasons such plants are 
only installed where there is a_ large 
amount of construction under way, and 
where there is a clear prospect of great ac- 
tivity along that line in future, The hid- 
monton plant is capable of turning out 
enough concrete in a day to pave an en- 
tire block of a city street. It is in jtself an 
important addition to the industries of the 
city, It is perhaps still more interesting 
for what it signifies as to the amount of 
building that is being done at the present 
time and the amount that is in sight for 
the next few years. 


TOURIST MONEY 


It is calculated that tourists left $250,- 
000,000 in Canada last year, A quarter 
of a billion dollars is a huge sum of money, 
Canadians spent abroad, it is estimated, 
$103,000,000, The “balance of trade” on 
the tourist business is thus in Canada's 
favor, in more than the ratio of two to one 
The net result leaves Canada richer by 
$147,000,000, for which nothing went out 
of the country but pleasant memories, Ob- 
viously, there are few ways in which the 
prosperity of Canada can be stimulated 
more effectively than by encouraging for- 
cigners to come here for their holidays. 
Switzerland, it is in order to remember, 
lives on its scenery 

A point to be kept in mind is that tour- 
ists pass both ways. Canadians go abroad, 
as outsiders come to Canada, And Cana- 
dians will keep on going abroad whether 
foreigners come to Canada or do not, The 
more the Dominion grows in’ population 
and wealth, the more Canadian money will 
be spent in California in the winter time, 
and at United States resorts in summer 
time. If we are to keep the balance of 
trade in our favor we must induce more 
and more tourists to come this way. The 
inflow must grow more rapidly than the 
outflow, if we are to be the gainers from 
the interchange. More permanent high 
ways, and a more liberal advertising of 
Canadian beauty spots, are means by 
which the numbers of our paying guests 
can be multiplied, 


THE SESSION 


Parliament opened on the 7th ef Febru 
ary.

lished his work on “Afro-American 
Folk Gongs,” 


More Iatteriy, James Weldon John- 
eon, compiled a distinguished oolles- 
tion whieh We called “The Book of 
American Negro Spirituals.” John- 
son, an Afro-American, gatheréd his 
data from its original sources 

Johnson found that spirituals were 
written, not by individuals, but by 
groups. In the old south these min- 
nesingers wsually traveled about, 
singing for thelr keep. When they 
struck a new neighborhood they 
would fashion songs to fit what was 
going on in that particular neighbor. 
hood—the advent of a new and 
powerful preacher, the conversion ot 
a notorious sinner, a great flood or 
fire, the hanging of a local daredeyil, 
ele 

Most of these songs died in infancy 
but a few of them survived. The best 
of the survivors are the splrituals that 
everyone knows today, 

At least twenty of them are heard 
in “Hearts in Dixie,” rendered by a 
truly brilliant chorus and comprising 
just one of the high spots of the 
most novel picture ever brought to the 
acreen,

Took Less Care 

Breyer undoubtedly owes his life to 
the fact that the first cartridge which 
he attempted to fire into his brain, 
failed to explode, The mis-fire shell 
was found in the roadway, Probably 
skeptical as to whether the second 
shell would also be defective, Breyer 
is thought by the police, to have aim- 
ed with less care, The result was that 
the bullet struck his left forehead a 
glanced blow. It was sufficient to 
render him unconscious for a time, 
and it is presumed that when con- 
sciousness returned, Breyer abandon- 
ed the sulcide idea and pinned his 
hopes to the fake hold-up story 

As the result of disclosures brought 
to light after six hours of intensive 
investigation by a seore of provincial 
and city police officers Friday, the 
authorities abandoned thelr search 
for the “highwayman” who allegedly 
held up Garfield Breyer, 25, of North 
Edmonton, on the outskirts of the

| NEW BRIDGES 
ON PENINSULA 


i Historic Spots Can Now 
be Visited by Mo- 


torists 

RICHMOND, Va., June 8-In_ few 
spots throughout the United States 
can the motorist cover, in a samilar 
time, a territory so rich in historical 
events as the Virginia peninsula. 

This quick coverage has been made 
possible by the recent opening of the 
Newport News-James iver bridge, 
permitting motorists to follow the At- 
lantic Coastal Highway through the 
picturesque peninsula with ita old bat- 
tlefields of the Revolutionary and 
Civil Wars, and then to cross on into 
Portsmouth and Norfolk, 

The Virginia peninsula is aptly 
termed the “Sradle of the Republic,” 
for perhaps in no other region of Am- 
erica have there occurred so many 
vital events leading up to the birth 
of the nation 

Leaving Washington, the motorist 
follows U. 8, Highway No, 1 through 
Fredericksburg to Richmond, At 
Richmond he turns southeast on U, 8, 
Highway No. 60, passing over a new 
concrete road for most of the 90 miles. 

) He traverses a country which was the 
scene of thrilling happenings in 
America’s early history, 

Site of First English Colony 

Here on this peninsula, at James- 
town in 1607, the first English colony 
in what is now the Uniled States was 
established by Captain John Smith 
and his daring adventurers, From 
that time until Civil War days the 
peninsula assumed great historical 
significance, 

Williamsburg the oldest incor- 
porated town in Virginia, established 
{n 1632, was the scene of the first rep- 
resentative assembly in America, It 
was in 1765, when Wililamsburg was 
still the Virginia state capitol, that 
Patrick Henry made his famous speech 
against the Stamp Act. Willlam and 
Mary College was chartered at Wil- 
liamsburg in 1693, thus being the sec- 
ond oldest college in the United States, 

At Jamestown the history-loving 
motorist may revel in its antiquity. 
Th» motorist can spend a month visit- 
ing important sites there, Perhaps the 
most popular story about Jamestown 
is that of Captain John Smith and 
Pocahontas, 

Army in Peace Time 

Langley Field, home of the army's 
ereatest aviation centre, is a constant 

ource of interest even to residents of 
the peninsula, Here students can be 
seer training daily. At Fort Bustice 
the motorist sees a more receni de- 
fence system—the greatest concentra-

Hudson river at New York were, Bul, 
it would recompense the builders in 
the form of what is expected to be th 
greatest movement of travelers, bowls 
by motor and by train, that Englanu 
and Kurope ever have experienced, 

The channel tunnel project ha: 
been before the public for 100 year 
A French engincer proposed it to the 
great Napoleon, Over 00 years ago i 
was again proposed to Emperor Nap- 
oleon L1I, and was favorably conside:- 
ed by Queen Victoria. 

The main purpose to be secured by 
the’ tunnel was speed and certainty of 
communications between England and 
the continent. The English Channel 
is one of the stormiest and mos 
treachcrous pieces of water in the 
world. Hundreds of thousands otf 
people have rendered sca-sick tribur 
to ita whims. 

London May Surpass Paris 

With a tunnel between Dover and 
Calais, as proposed, railway passenger 
and freight trains, as well as motor 
cars and trucks, could run between 
London and all points on the Contin- 
ent. At present Paris is tho great 
center whence continental trains radi- 
ate in all directions, ‘The tunne)! 
would make London the great ter- 
minus, especially as English people are 
still the greatest travelers among the 
Buropeans, | 

During the war the tunnel wouia 
have been invaluable to the Allies 
Marshall Foch once said the tunne! 
would have shortened the war by two, 
years. |

According to Venizelos, he explained 
this overriding of his prime minister 
newly fortified by“a national mandate 
as follows: "T recognize that I am 
bound to obey the popular verdict 
when {t ts a question of internal 
affairs; but when {ft ts a question of 
foreign affairs my view is that so long 
as T consider a thing right or wroug 
{IT must tnsist that it shall or shall 
not be done, because I feel responsible 
before God!" This would seem strange 
constitutional doctrine, and it ts also 
doubtful whether the Almighty draws

tallation Attacked the King, It bit 
him in the leg, The wound, though 
pecullarly painful, was not judged 
serious by the physictans, But the 
bite festered, inflammation becar 
acute, more dangerous symptoms su- 
pervened, and after three weeks’ of 
Agony King Alexander expired in the 
arme of hia bride, who might soon 
have become his consort 

We have already sean how the es-

Manos 
with @ consequential prolonged reg- 
ency, It was, however, eventually de- 
elded to offer the throne to Prince 
Paul of Greece, Paul was living to 
Switzerland under the roof of his ex- 
iled father, and no doubt was inspired 
to reply that he could only accept 
after the Greek people had at an elec- 
tion definitely decided against, both 
his father and his elder brother, Prince 
George, This forced a general elec. 
tion, 

No one of authority in Gree or
